Yenit plenitudo , it com- Uenitpte 
meth,notat once,or{traightwayes , but by GAS, 
lteps and paces , neerer and necrer : Fills, 
firita quarter, and then halte, till at laſt it 
come tothebrim. And degrees there be, by 
which it commeth. Ecce palmares poſuiſti Alcnin, 
dies meos, Pial.z9.6. From which word pal: 
mares, 1t 1s an obſeruation of one of the Fa- 
thers, a man may reade his #722 in his owne 
hand : there1s a likeneſle betweene a wans 
hazd , and his time. As i the hand, viſibly 
there isan aſcent,the fingers riſe {til], til] they 
come to thetop ot the middle finger; and 
when they be come thither , downe againe 
by like deſcent, till they come tothe little, 
which 1s the lowelt of all: So 15 it in our 
time ; It riſeth (till by degrees, till we come to 
the fill pitch ot our Age,and then declneth 
againe, til we grow rothe lowerend ot our 
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dayes. But, howſocuer it may be (as it oft

be prefixed , but onely v. hen it hketh Him

Others He mighthaue ſent ; and Whoſoeer it 
had bene Hee had ſent, itmight well haue 
ſerued our turnes. If, ſent by the hand of 
any his Seruants, any Patriarch,Prophet any 
ordinary meſſenger, it had beene ynough. So 
hitherto had bene his Sending. So, and no 
otherwiſe,cuer tillnow. 

Then, it to ſend by any may ſeeme ſutfi« 
cient ; to ſend His Sonne , mult needs ſeeme 


full. For, euer the more excellentthe Per- 


for ſent ,the more honourable the ſending : 
the greater FJ: thefaller it. Now, greater 
there 1s not, then Fs (onne-, His fir8t, His
